Cancels  trip

BYU  will  not  be  represented  at  the  National 
Entertainment  and  Campus  Activities  Associa¬ 
tion  Convention  in  Texas,  announced  Linda 
Fogg,  ASBYU  Social  Office  vice  president. 

“I  decided  not  to  go  because  I  feel  my  purpose 
is  simply  to  serve  the  students,”  said  Miss  Fogg. 
She  claimed  an  inaccurate  representation  in  the 
coverage  of  her  position  and  motives  caused 
many  students  to  speak  out  in  opposition  of  the 
proposed  trip. 

“I  feel  like  we’ve  lost  the  students’  trust  due  to 
some  slanted  reporting,”  said  Miss  Fogg.  She  in¬ 
dicated  social  office  representatives  have  atten¬ 
ded  this  convention  for  several  years. 

“In  1978,  five  students  went  and  last  year  three 
students  went,”  she  said.  None  of  the  three  stu¬ 
dents  who  planned  to  go  will  attend. 

Miss  Fogp  stressed  the  fact  that  not  going  to 
the  convention  was  strictly  her  decision.  She  said 
the  ASBYU  Executive  Council  had  already  given 
approval  for  attendance  and  she  had  not  yet 
heard  lyhether  the  university  administration  had 
decided  on  the  matter. 

“I  want  the  students  to  know  we  are  working 
for  them,”  said  Miss  Fogg. 


The  NECAA  convention  is  a  major  event,  and 
most  universities  send  delegates,  according  to 
Miss  Fc^g.  The  activities  consist  of  workshops 
dealing  with  holding  dances,  homecomings  and 
programs  of  entertainment  for  the  handicapped 
and  disabled,  she  said. 

Miss  Fogg  said  she  is  the  Utah  regional  director 
of  NECAA,  and  as  such  she  would  also  have  been 
fulfilling  the  responsibility  of  that  position  at  the 
convention.  Shayne  Clarke,  social  office  ad¬ 
ministrative  assistant,  who  would  have  also  been 
attending  the  convention,  is  the  NECAA 
student-at-large  for  four  states. 

Since  they  will  not  be  participating  in  the  con¬ 
vention,  Miss  Fogg  indicated  she  and  Clarke  will 
resign  their  positions  with  the  NECAA. 

Miss  Fogg  stated  her  main  concern  was  BYU 
would  not  oe  represented  at  the  convention  and 
would  miss  a  good  opportunity  for  national  ex¬ 
posure. 

“Last  year  I  was  bombarded  by  kids  who  wan¬ 
ted  to  know  about  BYU  —  why  we  weren’t 
allowed  to  smoke  or  drink.” 

Miss  Fogg  commented  other  schools  will  think 
it  unusual  for  BYU  not  to  have  delegates  at  the 
convention. 


Miss  Fogg  stated  she  hadn’t  wanted  to  attend 
the  convention,  but  decided  that  she  should  to 
fulfill  her  resposibility  as  social  office  vice  presi¬ 
dent. 

“I  ran  for  office  and  I  have  responsibilities,” 
she  said. 

The  money  that  would  have  been  used  for  the 
trip  did  not  come  from  tithing  or  tuition,  ac¬ 
cording  to  Miss  Fogg.  She  stated  the  money  used 
by  the  social  office  comes  as  revenue  from  dances 
they  sponsor. 

The  social  office  receives  no  money  from  the 
general  university  fund,  unlike  other  ASB\U  of¬ 
fices,  said  Miss  Fogg. 

Though  money  to  be  used  on  the  trip  would 
have  come  from  social  office  funds.  Miss  Fogg 
said  she  felt  it  should  be  spent  according  to  stu¬ 
dents’  wishes,  and  since  many  students  feel  it 
would  be  a  waste  of  cash,  the  trip  was  canceled. 

Miss  Fogg  stated  experience  and  knowledge 
pined  at  the  convention  would  be  valuable  in 
helping  the  social  office  function  more  efficiently. 

She  said  the  things  she  learned  at  the  conven¬ 
tion  last  year  have  been  of  great  help  to  her  in 
fulfilling  her  duties. 


ASBYU  election  rules 


ASBYU  candidates  who  violate 
election  rules  will  be  punished,  but 
elections  officials  want  to  punish 
violators  without  publicity  and  out¬ 
side  the  school  court  system. 

“If  a  violator  does  not  want  an 
out-of-court  settlement,  it  will  be 
settled  in  court.

In  an  effort  to  make  all  Utah 
abortions  “informed  abortions,”  one 
lawmaker,  with  the  help  of  a  BYU 
law  professor,  has  sponsored  a  bill 
requiring  all  women  seeking  the 
operation  to  know  the  pros  and 

The  Utah  House  of  Represen¬ 
tatives  Social  Services  Committee 
recommended  for  passage  HB83, 
sponsored  by  Rep.  Robert  B.  Sykes, 
R-Salt  Lake,  for  the  second  time,  af¬ 
ter  the  bill  came  back  to  the  com¬ 
mittee  with  some  revisions. 

The  bill  requires  a  doctor’s  cer¬ 
tification  a  state-prepared  brochure 
explaining  fetal  development  be 
presented  to  an  abortion-seeking 
woman  at  least  24  hours  before  tbe 
operation. 

The  bill  has  already  received 
some  criticism  from  the  American 
Civil  Liberties  Union  in  Salt  Lake 
City. 

“We  will  probably  challenge  it  in 
court  if  the  bill  passes,”  ACLU 
Director  Shirley  Pedler  said.  “It  is 
an  attempt  to  circumvent  a  con¬ 
stitutionally  protected  right.” 

The  bill  would  change  Utah’s 
current  statutes  by  requiring  the 
state  health  department  to  prepare 
the  information  to  be  distributed, 
use  a  “scientifically  prepared”  ex¬ 
planation  of  fetal  development  and 
contain  an  accurate  description  of 
the  risks  involved.

Haig  foresees  intervention 
of  Soviet  forces  in  Poland 


WASHINGTON  (AP)  —  As 
labor  unrest  intensifies  in  Poland, 

Secretary  of  State  Alexander  Haig 
Jr.,  is  making  it  known  —  guar¬ 
dedly  and  unofficially  —  that  he 
considers  Soviet  military  inter¬ 
vention  to  be  inevitable. 

For  the  record,  Haig’s  position 
is  that  Soviet  intervention  is 
neither  imminent  nor  inevitable. 

Privately,  however,  Haig  believes 
a  kind  of  creeping  anarchy  is  tak¬ 
ing  over  in  Poland,  creating  an  in¬ 
tolerable  situation  for  Moscow. 

The  analysis  that  supports 
Haig’s  view  is  this:  Faced  with  a 
clear  threat  of  losing  control  oyer 
a  key  East  European  satellite, 

Soviet  leaders  will  decide  they 
have  no  choice  but  to  intervene, 
despite  the  disruptive  conse¬ 
quences  for  Soviet  relations  with  Secretary  Haig,  the  position  of  the 
the  United  States  and  the  rest  of  Department  of  State  and  the  posi- 


a  -source  of  these  “^mi-public” 
statements,  but  last  weekend, 
NBC  News  carried  one  of  the  first 
reports,  saying  —  without  direct 
attribution  —  that  Haig  was 
known  to  believe  that  Soviet  in¬ 
tervention  was  inevitable.  Shortly 
thereafter,  a  mid-level  official  at 
the  State  Department  said  about 
Haig  that  it  is  “known  to  be  his 
view”  that  the  Soviets  will  inter¬ 
vene. 

Haig’s  spokesman,  William 
Dyess,  says  he  has  discussed  these 
accounts  with  Haig  and,  “I  deny 
those  now.” 

'  There  are  “not  two  positions,” 
one  public  and  one  private,  on 
whether  or  not  Soviets  are  likely 
to  invade  Poland,  Dyess  said.  He 
said  it  is  “the  position  of 
Secretary  Haig,  the  position  of  the 


the  world. 

This  view  is  winning  increasing 
acceptance  at  the  State  Depart¬ 
ment.  What  is  surprising  is  that 
Haig  has  allowed  it  to  float  to  the 
surface,  and  thus  to  the  press  and 
■the  public.  Some  officials  fear  the 
reports  could  remove  any  restraint 
to  intervention  —  eliminating 
Soviet  fears  that  the  United 
States  will  be  surprised  by  the 
movement  into  Poland  by  Soviet 
troops. 

In  an  editorial  Wednesday,  the 
Washington  Post  referred  to 
“American  officials  (who)  are  ex¬ 
pressing  semi-publicly  their  ex¬ 
pectation  that  the  Soviets  will  in¬ 
vade,”  and  said,  “But  do  the  of¬ 
ficials  muttering  it  understand 
the  implications  of  what  they  are 
doing?  .  .  .  They  are  handing 
Moscow  an  excuse  to  invade.” 

The  Post  did  not  name  Haig  as

Recommendation  on  the  adoption  of  an  or¬ 
dinance  intended  to  reduce  the  problem  of  water 
drainage  in  certain  areas  of  Provo  was  delayed  for 
a  month  by  the  Provo  Planning  Commission 
Wednesday  night. 

The  Commission  also  recommended  a  request 
for  approval  of  a  preliminary  development  plan 
known  as  Pebblebrook  be  denied. 

The  ordinance,  known  as  the  Sensitive  Lands 
Ordinance,  would  involve  the  construction  of  a 
new  road  from  the  Provo  City  Municipal  Airport 
to  the  freeway  in  order  to  aid  drainage.  The  or¬ 
dinance  would  incorporate  and  amend  the  ex¬ 
isting  drainage  policies  of  the  Subdivision  Or¬ 
dinance. 

The  decision  to  postpone  action  on  the  or¬ 
dinance  came  after  some  of  those  present  ex¬ 
pressed  concern  that  refinements  were  needed  in 
the  plan. 

Leon  Stubbs,  a  former  contractor,  said  the 
wording  of  the  ordinance  should  be  changed.  He 
said  the  problem  of  water  in  the  basements  of 
Provo  residences  does  not  affect  everyone  and  the 
ordinance  should  not  involve  the  entire  area. 

“There  ought  to  be  a  test  hole  dug  on  each  in¬ 
dividual  lot,”  Stubbs  said.  The  test  holes  would 
determine  if  it  would  be  safe  to  build  a  basement 
in  a  house  constructed  on  that  lot. 

Some  of  those  present  said  the  proposed  new 
road,  which  would  require  five  feet  of  fill  for 
drainage  on  each  end,  would  be  a  waste  of  the 
taxpayers’  money.

David  met  Goliath  Thursday  night  in  the 
Smith  Fieldhouse.  This  time,  Goliath  won. 

Oklahoma  University’s  3rd-ranked  men’s  gym¬ 
nastics  team,  led  by  all-everything  Bart  Connor, 
the  number  one  gymnast  in  the  United  States, 
rolled  over  BYU,  278.40  -  270.15.  Connor,  the 
world-class  olympian,  won  the  pommel  horse, 
still  rings  and  parallel  bars  enroute  to  winning 
the  first-place  all  around  with  57.20  points. 

Masahiko  Kinjo,  BYU’s  All-American 
provided  the  only  suspense  of  the  evening,  as  he 
battled  the  Sooner’s  Peter  Stout  right  down  to 
the  wire  for  2nd  place  all  around.  Kinjo  trailed 
Stout,  himself  an  All-American  and  the  number 
two  man  on  the  Oklahoma  team,  by  .05  points 
going  into  the  final  event,  the  high  bar. 

Kinjo  gave  the  Cougars  their  finest  hour  with 
his  best  event.  Scoring  a  9.75,  the  highest  mark  of 
the  ey^jng,  Kinjo  edged  Connor  ,  for  first  in  the 
•'"  event,  'giving  him  a  .05  margin  over  Stout  for  2nd 
ii^ace,  55.70-55.65. 

“We  knew  coming  into  the  meet  we  didn’t  Jiave 
a  chance  of  beating  this  team,”  said  Cougar 
coach  Wayne  Young,  who  was.  pleased  with  his 
team’s  performance.  “With  our  270  points  we 
would  beat  six  out  of  the  top  10  teams  in  the 
country,”  added  Young.  He  thinks  the  score  will 
place  the  Cougars  into  the  nation’s  top  10.

The  Cougar  coach  says  the  remainder  of  their 
season  should  be  easy.

Holland:  Y  committed 


to  non-LDS

BYU  will  continue  to  maintain  its 
commitment  to  non-LDS  students, 
stated  Jeffery  Holland,  BYU  presi¬ 
dent,  in  a  luncheon  Thursday  with 
local  clergy  representatives. 

“We  h^e  a  vested  interest  in 
having  non-LDS  students  here  on 
campus,”  Holland  said.  “We  would 
consciously  avoid  being  a  totally 
LDS  university.” 

Meeting  with  church  leaders  from 
American  Fork  to  Sprihgville, 
Holland  answered  questions  concer¬ 
ning  the  status  of  non-LDS  students 
in  a  predominantly  LDS  com¬ 
munity.  ; 

“BYU  is  a  large  university  with  a 
great  impact  on  the  community  and 
we  want  to  be  as  responsible  as 
possible,”  he  said. 

Questions  were  asked  concerning 
required  religion  classes  for  non- 
LDS  students,  the  intellectual 
freedom  of  other  theological  beliefs 
and  information  on  the  class 
registration  form. 

Rev.  John  Fowlie  of  the  St. 
Francis  Catholic  Church  questioned 
the  policy  of  requiring  non-LDS  stu¬ 
dents  to  complete  14  hours  of 
religion  credit.  “We  have  found  that 
some  of  the  classes  are  very  disturb¬ 
ing  to  Catholics,”  he  said. 

Holland  replied,  “It  has  been  held 
by  the  trustees  that  we  are  highly 
visible  about  being  an  LDS  univer¬ 
sity  to  those  who  come  here.  There 
is  a  reasonably  broad  spectrum  of 
religion  classes  a  non-LDS  student 
can  take. 

“The  trustees  assumed  it  is  fair  to 
ask  students  to  take  religion  classes 
because  that’s  the  purpose  for  which 
the  university  was  founded,  but  not 
in  a  heavy-handed  way.” 

University  policy  concerning  stu¬ 
dents  who  decide  to  change  religions 
during  the  course  of  the  semester 
was  questioned  by  the  Rev.  John 
Fowlie,  Immanuel  Baptist  Church 
of  Orem. 

“In  the  past,  such  students  have 


students 


been  permitted  to  continue  in 
enrollment  at  the  university,”  said 
Elliott  Cameron,  former  dean  of 
student  life. 

These  cases  would  be  handled  on 
an  individual  basis,  but  differently 
from  the  moral  implications  in¬ 
volved  in  the  case  of  an'  excom¬ 
municated  student,  Holland  said. 

Several  of  the  men  expressed  con¬ 
cern  over  treatment  of  their 
religions  in  the  BYU  classroom. 

“Students  have  come  to  me  upset 
about  their  religion  class  when  the 
professor  said  something  about 
other  religions  they  didn’t  consider 
fair,”  the  Rev.  Bruce  Jeske,  St. 
Mark’s  Lutheran  Church,  said. 

“Students  are  afraid  to  ask  ques¬ 
tions  because  of  the  lack  of  intellec¬ 
tual  freedom  and  the  reaction  of  the 
professor,”  he  said. 

“We’ve  hit  that  as  hard  as  we 
can,”  Holland  said.  “If  it  appears  to 
be  a  less  than  professional  approach 
please  let  us  know  and  we  will  han¬ 
dle  it  on  a  one-to-one  basis. 

“There  are  appropriate  ways  to 
take  official  positions  without  slam¬ 
ming  the  door  on  a  student  intellec¬ 
tually  or  theologically,”  he  said. 

Holland  explained  new  religion 
classes  for  non-members  or  recent 
converts  to  the  church  were  being 
experimented  with  to  avoid  the 
problem  of  professors  expecting 
more  imderstanding  of  the  material 
than  is  justified. 

Lew  Hancock,  representing  the 
Church  of  Christ,  asked  if  it  would 
be  possible  to  change  the  marital 
status  information  requested  on 
registration  forms. 

“We  are  asked  to  mark  single  or 
married  and  then  temple  or  civil 
marriage,”  Hancock  said. 

“We  will  definitely  look  into  that. 
It  could  be  a  temple  marriage  and 
not  performed  in  our  temple,” 
Holland  said. 

“We  wouldn’t  want  to  suggest  a 
marriage  outside  one  of  our  temples 
wasn’t  a  religious  ceremony.”

Universe  series  begins: 
Don't  want  to  be  sick? 
Try  preventive  medicine 


Editor’s  Note:  This 
is  the  first  in  a  weekly 
series  of  a  question- 
and-answer  health 
column  entitled 
“Preventive 
Medicine,’’  in  which 
Dr.  Cloyd  C.  Hofheins, 
BYU  MacDonald 
Health  Center  Direc¬ 
tor,  will  answer 
health  questions  fre¬ 
quently  asked  by 
students. 

Q.When  I  get  a  sore 
throat,  I  want  to  get  rid 
of  it  fast.  However,  I 
have  a  doctor  who  is 
reluctant  to  prescribe 
antibiotics.  Why  is 
that? 

A.  Sore  throats  are  a 
result  of  many  things 
such  as  a  virus  (colds), 
bacteria  (such  as  strep) 
or  irritants  that  cause 
an  allergy  reaction.  An¬ 
tibiotics  are  useful  only 
in  bacterial  infections 
and  useless  in  the  other 
instances.  Your  doctor 
is  wise  in  being  reluc¬ 
tant  to  treat  all  sore 
throats  with  antibiotics 
until  the  cause  has  been 
determined. 

Q.  About  twice  a  year 
I  have  a  cold,  runny, 
stuffed-up  nose  and 
aching  head.  Tell  me, 
how  do  the  highly  ad¬ 
vertised  cold  suppres¬ 
sants  help  combat  a 
cold? 

A.  Over-the-counter 
cold  remedies  may  be 
helpful  for  minor  colds 
if  taken  as  directed. 
The  agents  in  these 
drugs  are  an¬ 
tihistamines  which  dry 
up  the  membranes  of 
the  nose  and  throat  and 
decongestants  which 
decrease  the  swelling 
and  relieve  the  stuf¬ 
finess.  Some  also  con- 
taine  analgesics,  which 
relieve  the  pain  and 
dull  achiness  associated 
with  the  illness.  If  the 
symptoms  are  not 
relieved  after  several 
days,  a  doctor  should  be 
consulted  as  the  illness 
may  be  more  than  just  a 
minor  cold. 


Q.  I  am  married  and 
plan  to  start  a  family 
soon;  however,  I  am  not 
certain  if  I’ve  had  Ger¬ 
man  measles.  Is  there 
some  way  this  can  be 
determined?  How 
dangerous  is  it  to  get 
Rubella  during  the  first 
three  months  of 
pregnancy? 

A.  The  BYU  Mac¬ 
Donald  Health  Center 
has  a  blood  test  called 
the  rubella  antibody 
titer.  It  will  determine 
if  you’ve  ever  had 
rubella.  If  the  test 
shows  you’ve  never  had 
rubella,  then  the 
vacination  can  be 
given,  but  pregnancy 
must  be  delayed  at 
least  three  months  after 
the  vaccine  is  given. 

If  rubella  is  contrac-. 
ted  by  the  mother  in  the 
first  three  months  of 
pregnancy,  it  can  cause 
deafness  and  other 
birth  defects  in  her 
baby.

A  BYU  student  was  hit  by  a  car 
Thursd^  morning  on  East  Campus 
Drive.  The  pedestrian,  57-y ear-old 
Shirley  Duffm  from  Arthur,  N.D., 
was  taken  to  Utah  Valley  Hospital 
suffering  from  severe  forehead 
lacerations,  BYU  Security  Police 
Patrol  Officer  Brian  Heaney  said. 

Police  said  the  car,  driven  by 
Maryanne  Conley,  was  traveling 
south  on  East  Campus  Drive  when 
it  struck  Mrs.  Duffin  at  the 
crosswalk  near  Y  Center  Drive. 

“The  pedestrian  had  made  it  half 
way  across  the  road  when  the  cross¬ 
ing  light  turned  red,”  Heaney  said. 
“However,  she  continued  crossing 
as  she  didn’t  see  any  cars  coming. 
Unfortunately,  the  driver  of  the  car 
didn’t  see  her  either  until  it  was  too 
late.” 


The  accident  was  reported  to 
BYU  Security  Police  at  7:43  a.m. 

“Mrs.  Duffin  was  lying  in  the 
roadway  by  the  side  of  the  car  when 
we  got  there,”  Heaney  said. 

“Some  passers-by  had  covered 
her  with  chats  and  stuff  to  keep  her 
warm.  She  was  conscious  and  quite 
aware  of  what  was  happening.  We 
managed  to  stop  the  bleeding.  Later 
on  in  the  ambulance  she  started  to 
go  into  shock,”  he  said. 

A  spokesman  from  Utah  Valley 
Hospital  said  Mrs.  Duffin,  majoring 
in  anthropology  and  archeaology, 
was  in  fair  condition  and  was  being 
treated  for  a  head  injury  and  multi¬ 
ple  contusions. 


Daly  attacks  oil  decontrol 


President  Ronald  Reagan  has 
created  another  economic  problem 
for  his  administration  by  ac¬ 
celerating  the  process  of  decontroll¬ 
ing  crude  oil,  according  to  Les  Daly, 
former  assistant  to  the  U.S.' 
Secretary  of  Energy. 

In  talks  given  on  campus  Thurs-

“The  oil  decontrolling  program 
started  under  President  Carter  was 
made  gradually,”  said  Daly.  “A 
rapid  approach  would  serve  to  hurt 
those  with  lower  incomes. 

“You  don’t  have  to  worry  about 


the  price  of  gasoline  when  you  ride 
in  a  limousine.” 

Daly  said  75  percent  of  the  crude 
oil  industry  had  been  decontrolled 
by  Carter,  and  Carter’s  program 
was  decontrolling  another  four  per¬ 
cent  monthly. 

Daly  said  he  was  also  concerned 
about  a  budget-cutting  process  that

went  “across  the  board”  of  the  en¬ 
tire  government  without  taking 
each  program  into  account.

Nobody  would  claim  BYU’s'  highly  regarded 
Masters  of  Business  Administration  program  is  a 
game,  but  since  Monday  until  today,  all  regular 
MBA  classes  were  canceled  for  a  management 
game  called  INTOP  (International  Operations 
Simulation). 

The  rooms  and  hallways  in  the  Jesse  Knight 
Building  and  Annex  have  been  transformed  into 
a  corporate  boulevard  as  first  year  MBA  and  a 
dozen  fifth-year  Institute  of  Professional  Accoun¬ 
tancy  students  become  corporate  officers  of  their 
“own”  companies. 

Winners  and  losers  receive  grades  for  their  per¬ 
formance  in  different  areas. 

Each  company,  which  consists  of  five  to  six 
students,  begins  with  $8  million  and  competes 
against  13  or  14  other  companies  to  make  the 
most  money  by  the  end  of  the  course. 

The  main  purpose  of  the  simulation  is  to  give 
students  “experience  in  setting  objectives  and 
being  accountable  for  those  objectives,”  said  Dr. 
E.  Dee  Hubbard,  professor  of  accounting  and  ad¬ 
ministrator  for  the  division  called  World  H, 
which  .contains  14  of  the  27  companies. 

The  simulation  exposes  students  to  making 
decisions  under  uncertain  conditions,  such  as 
strikes,  embargos  and  slow  downs.  It  also 
necessitates  interaction  with  other  students, 
Hubbard  said. 

The  idea  is  for  the  students  to  say,  “We’ve  had 
$8  million  and  here’s  what  we’ve  done  with  it,” 
Hubbard  said. 

During  the  simulation,  students  learn  to  get 
along  with  co-workers  and  delegate  responsibility 
in  a  business  setting. 

“There  is  a  high  correlation  with  how  well 
teams  work  together  and  how  they  finish  the 
game,”  said  Dr.  William  C.  Giauque,  professor  of 
business  management  and  administrator  of 
World  I,  which  consists  of  13  teams. 

The  MBA  is  an  intensive  program,  Giauque 
said,  adding  the  week-long  simulation  offers  a 
change  of  pace  as  well  as  a  useful  learning  ex¬ 
perience. 

First-year  MBA  students  are  enjoying  the 
simulation. 

“It  is  far  more  educational  than  a  normal  lec¬ 
ture,”  said  Mark  Weiler  of  Salt  Lake  City. 

“I  never  thought  I’d  have  so  much  fun  losing 
money,”  said  Len  Arave  of  Ogden. 

The  simulation  contains  possible  pitfalls  of  the 
real  world.  One  team  sent  out  a  “bogus”  memo 
“just  to  mess  up  all  the  other  teams,”  said  Paul 
Condie  from  Salt  Lake  City,  “but  the  ad¬ 
ministrator  (Dr.  Giauque)  smelled  a  rat  when  he 
hadn’t  seen  the  memo  either.” 

Giauque  is  responsible  for.  sending  real  memos, 
which  report  strikes  or  other  disasters  in  World  1. 

Although  the  competition  is  keen,  most  stu¬ 
dents  are  careful  to  remember  that  life  will  con¬ 
tinue  after  the  week  ends.  Condie  and  Pete  Frost 
said  they  have  been  roommates  and  friends  for  a 
long  time. 

“I  don’t  think  we’ll  let  the  computer  game 
come  between  us,”  Frost  said  jokingly.  “It’s  not 
'nearly  as  bad  as  his  dirty  socks  lying  around,” 
Condie  added.

The  modern  dance  company  will  not  only 
recreate  the  flavor  of  this  sect  through  dance,  but 
also  through  music.  “This  piece  is  unique  in  that 
it  isn’t  only  dance,  but  the  dancers  sing  Acapella 
for  20  minutes,”  said  Mrs.  Black.  She  teaches 
dance  history  and  finds  tbis  piece  “in¬ 
triguing.  .  .  because  it  is  a  living  example  of 
something  I  talk  about  in  class.”  She  said  that 
the  performers  have  a  difficult  time  putting 
themselves  into  the  characters  because  of  the 
cultural  differences  between  BYU  students  and 
the  Quakers.  ■ 


“The  Shakers  were  primarily  earthy,  un¬ 
trained  peasants  and  our  people  are  educated 
and  refined,”  she  explained. 

She  said  that  although  the  piece  is  simple,  it  is 
also  the  most  challenging  of  all  their  numbers  to 
perform  because  of  the  intense  concentration 
level.  “You  have  to  put  yourself  in  another  world 
for  20  minutes.  If  even  one  out  of  the  28  people  in¬ 
volved  breaks  character,  it’s  noticeable.” 

The  piece  draws  on  charisma,  the  dance  in¬ 
structor  explained.  “The  audience  is  drawn  into 
the  piece  by  its  mood  and  atmosphere  :  if  it’s  per¬ 
formed  properly.”  She  said,  “everything  we  try  to 
do  here  enhances  the  spiritual  as  well  as  the 
physical  aspects  of  dance.”  Other  pieces  in  the 
program  reflecting  this  principle  include  a 
modern  look  at  the  30s,  an  abstact  view  of  the 
dance  that  has  accompanied  the  New  Wave 
music,  a  composition  based  on  Black  American 
blues,  and  an  aesthetic  portrayal  of  a  dancer’s 
rehearsal.
